Buses will bring numbers to the demonstrations Saturday. 
The participants and/or pacifists always describe the affairs 
as “massive” whether the news media do or not. 

ALTHOUGH THE bigger crowd will be in Washington, the 
San Francisco bunch may be almost comparable^and the Cali¬ 
fornia demonstrator always has the most raspy and radical vocal 
chords. 

In the Bay Area and D.C. the cllched chant will be the same, 
"withdrawal from all Southeast Asia.” Unfortunately, the tem¬ 
perature and the timing will be conducive to emotionalism, wheth¬ 
er logical or not. You’ve never heard of a big demonstration in 
lousy weather, have you? Hopefully, good manners and patriotism 
will prevail over ignorance, immaturity, and hypnotic mob con¬ 
duct. 

ONE WONDERS if all of the gasoline needed to transport the 
demonstrators will all be paid for by Americans instead of 
representatives of another power. 

Sociology Covers Four 
Deviant Behavior Types 


Sociology 3510, as taught by Jimmie R. Alewine, Is not, as 
has been misunderstood by some students, a course In sexual 
deviancy* alone. It deals with four major types of deviant be¬ 
havior: narcotics, alcohol, suicide and sexual deviancy and 
utilizes a sociological approach. 

MR. ALEWINE is using Dr. David Reuben’s book “Every¬ 
thing You Always Wanted to Know About Sex—But Were Afraid 
to Ask’’ as a look at sexual deviancy from a psychiatrist’s 
point of view. Dr. Reuben is a practicing psychiatrist. 

“Dr. Reuben’s book deals with sexual deviancy from a psy¬ 
chiatrist’s point of view, where I can’t as a sociologist,” Ale- 
wine said. 

ALEWINE has offered students a choice of topics to write 
about and to be graded by their fellow students. These are pro¬ 
stitution, homosexuality, narcotics alcoholism, suicide, homi¬ 
cide, delinquency, crime and treatment methods. 

Tapes, films, outside speakers, group teaching and the book 
“Sociology og Deviant Behavior by” by Marshall B. Clinard 
are used to teach the course. He also expects to take a field 
trip to either Fort Pillow Prison or the Turney Center For 
Youthful Offenders with about 30 students to talk to the in¬ 
mates and explore rehabilitation techniques. Students in his 
classes will not be required to go. 

THE COURSE will also look at urban problems because 
there are many Instances of deviant behavior in the more 
populous urban areas. 

Speakers being brought in for the course include Sgt. Moore 
of the Jackson Police Department speaking on Hie Law and 
Narcotics, Mr. Timer on Law and Alcohol from the State De¬ 
partment of Revenue. Last fall quarter, a convict spoke to 
students. There will be films on the Alcoholic Criminal, Piri 
Thomas, and a film on “Bridge from No Place” dealing with 
rehabilitation methods utilized in narcotics abuse. 

THE PURPOSE of the course is to understand deviant be¬ 
havior and explain rehabilitation techniques such as the Alco¬ 
holics Anonumous, Synanon, and the function of suicide cen¬ 
ters.

PERHAPS BEING forced to 
read, fully understand, and say 
vou liked a book, whether vou 
did or not, really turned you on. 

It bored me silly. 

Earlier I said reading was a 
punishment, and for me and just 
about every other kid In my 
class, that Is exactly what it 
was. Let me give you an ex¬ 
ample of a punishment car¬ 
ried out with math problems. It 
could just as easily have been 
carried out with literature. 

IN GRAMMAR school once, 

I talked In lunch line (kids are 
supposed to be statues in 
schools, but that lsa.subjectfor 
another article) and was forced 
to stay inside during recess. 
For rny punishment, I had to 
take a number in the thousands, 
add 3 and subtract 7 until I 
got to 0. 

And to this day, I get hives when 
I have to work a math problem. 
I’m not saying this is the cause 
of my present feeling on the sub¬ 
ject, but it certainly is a portion 
of the cause. 

Put a book in place of the 
math, and you have just one of 
the many ways a school 
can turn a kid off reading. 

I mean, doing math while 
other children were playing 
just outside the schoolroom 
window didn’t exactly fire me 
with desire to run home every 
night and do addition and sub¬ 
traction. Making a child copy 
pages out of the dictionary dur¬ 
ing recess or after school 
does not Instill in him the de¬ 
sire to run home and bury his 
head in “Webster’s Unabridg¬ 
ed.” But you can be a pupil 
of gold and still be punished 
by forced reading of our "class¬ 
ics.” 

TEACHERS pound kids with 
questions about what they have 
read, and what they didn’t un¬ 
derstand, and “why didn’t you 
look that word up?’ Do you look 
up every word you aren’t sure 
of? Do you stop and think 
what every word means? 

IF YOU DO, you probably 
increase your vocabulary 
somewhat, but the book you are 
reading becomes nothing more 
than an oddly written diction¬ 
ary.

Schools are adept at turning kids off literature. 

FOR MOST students, reading is a crashing bore. It’s an 
assignment to be done as quickly as possible and forgotten just 
as quickly. Reading Is a duty, a hardship that is simply a part of 
school life — something to be endured, and stumbled through as 
painlessly as possible. 

When you tell kids books can be a source of entertainment, 
they look at you like you’ve just gone up the spout. Kids don't 
read for enjoyment. They don’t read because the book Interests 
them, or because they are caught up in the plot. 

AND ANY teacher who believes they do is deluding him or 
herself and harming the student. 

Kids read because they 
have to. They read to pass the 
quiz the next day. They read 
because they are forced to. And 
kids despise the teachers who 
bestow this punishment on them 
for no apparent reason. 

AND THEY despise the 
writers they have to read — 

those insufferable bores who 

keep them harnessed to their 
chairs when they could be out 
playing baseball. And with the 
good such forced reading does, 
they might as well be outside. 

WALK THROUGH any 
school library and count the 
number of children who are 
looking at books with glazed 
eyes. Knock their hands out 

from under their chins, and 

they will fall over asleep.

IT’S THE SINFONIANS un¬ 
der the direction of Mr. Rob¬ 
ert C. Fleming of the music 
department here. 

The Sinfonians, the Phi 
Mu Alpha Sinfonla stage band, 
organized two years agounder 
the direction of Dickey Arring¬ 
ton. Fleming took over when 
Arrington graduated last year. 
He also directs the Univer¬ 
sity Marching Band and Sym¬ 
phonic Band. He Is the only 
faculty member In the stage 
band. 

ALL BAND members be¬ 
long to Phi Mu Alpha. For 
the past two years this band 
has provided music for the Miss 
UTM pageant. In addition, it 
gives several concerts each 
year. 

The band played at the Hum¬ 
boldt High School Stage Band 
Festival April 13. A tour Is 
scheduled Tuesday to Include 
Greenfield, Brownsville, and 
Dyersburg high school. The 
band will also play at All 
Sing, May 7. 

THEIR REPERTOIRE in¬ 
cludes a variety of music 
ranging from the 1920 stage 
band sound to current popu¬ 
lar, rock, and jazz numbers. 

Big bands are back with a 
new sound that speaks to the 


'70's set. 

SOME OF THE most pop¬ 
ular recording groups such 
as Blood, Sweat, and Tears 
and Chicago have 8-12 mem¬ 
bers. The sound is divorced 
from the old Glenn Miller 
big band sound, but it cer¬ 
tainly Isn’t rock and roll. 

"These groups aren’t play¬ 
ing rock. They're playing mod¬ 
ern Jazz,” Fleming asserts. 

THE DIRECTOR thinks bla 
bands are popular again be¬ 
cause “listeners are more de¬ 
manding now." 

Unfortunately, Fleming 
doesn’t think It will be pos¬ 
sible for big bands to reattaln 
their former status because of 
the money problem. An aver¬ 
age stage band would cost 
around $15,000 for one per¬ 
formance. And that’s just for 
the musicians. 

EXPENSES fora stagehand 
include the conductor’s and 
agent’s fees plus a large 
transportation bill. Six cars 
are required for the musicians 
and Instruments and a van for 
the Sinfonians equipment. Also 
the group carries a sound di¬ 
rector, Billy Evans. 

Before coming here, Flem¬ 
ing spent two years as a 
high school band director In 
Midland, Pennsylvania and 
later became Assistant Di¬ 
rector of Bands at Carnegle- 
Mellon University in Pitts¬ 
burg. 

WHILE at Carnegie-Mellon, 
Fleming earned his Master

Americans who want to serve their fellow man,” Nixon said. 

"Therefore, I will send a special message to the 92nd Con¬ 
gress asking that the Peace Corps, VISTA, and a number of 
other agencies now scattered through the federal government, 
be brought together into a new agency that will give young 
Americans and expanded opportunity for the service they want 
to give.” 

YOUNG PEOPLE who want to work can give their lives and 
energy to cleaning the environment, combating. Illiteracy, 
malnutrition and suffering, either abroad or at home. 

Acting director C. Robert Lane explained last summer by 
saying, "VISTA Is no longer going to be the place where you 
can do your thing . . . especially If that means confronting 
the Establishment. We hope, predict, and are striving, for 
a new type of volunteer who will work within the system and 
lower the noise level. It might make VISTA more popular 
and acceptable.” 

FOR MORE THAN two years VISTA went without a director. 
Since September 15, 1970 Mrs. Carl Khrosrovi has been the 
new director. There were rumors that the Nixon workers 
might eleminate it. But now it appears likely to survive the 
ax, and with the talk of expansion its future may take an opti¬ 
mistic trend.

Charges Open 

Students can no* use credit 
cards for any campus ex¬ 
pense, including fees, books, 
and activities, according to 
Charles Moss, bursar. 

THERE ARE two types of 
cards— Master Charge and 
Bank Amerlcard. The local 
bank may prefer either card. 

The local bank selects the 
recipients and may at any 
time recall the card and is re¬ 
sponsible for one half of losses. 
The credit card Is used as a 
cash advance and starts earn¬ 
ing interest the day the town’s 
charge center receives the 
Master Charge check. 

IF THE PLAN being experl- 
Charge Paymaster ehc 
Charge Paymaster checks, 
furnishing the card holder with 
short term credit at no extra 
charge and longer term 
credit on "cash advance” basis 
at a rate lower than that us¬ 
ually charged. 

Bank Amerlcard holders 
may use their cards at the 
bank to secure similar "cash 
advance" loans. 

The administration hopes the 
system will cut the number of 
receivable accounts carried by 
the university.

He has also done some 
church orchestration for the 
Assembly of God Church and 
played with a jazz combo. In 
high school Kenny played with 
the Norsemen, Hlllcrest 

High’s stage band. 

Porter began playing 
upright bass while a high 
school junior and later 
started the electric bass. 
He plays both with the Sln¬ 
fonians. Largely a self-taught 
musician, he took his first 
music lessons only two sum¬ 
mers ago. 

BEFORE college, Kenny was 
given the opportunity to play 
professionally. He likes 
rock, jazz, and classical 
music. His favorite bassists 
include Jazzmen Ray Brown 
and Elde Young and rock 
musicians Peter Cetera with 
Chicago, and James Fielder 
with Blood, Sweat and Tears.

never will be,” Porter said. 

Joe Hanes, a freshman alto 
saxophone major, from Union 
City, is one of the groups most 
talented new members. Ha 
plays tenor and alto saxes 
and Is drum major for the 
marching band. Phi Mu Alpha 
voted him the most outstanding 
freshman music major this 
year. 

HANES, who formerlyplay- 
ed with T.A.S.S. Is a free¬ 
lance saxophonist. Besides 
playing with a couple of night 
club groups, he plays with 
some small jazz groups. 

Joe thinks most of the good 
sax men have been around a 
long time and can play any 
kind of music. He feels most 
people who try to play jazz 
aren’t good jazzmen because 
they can’t feel it 

"There are a lot of horn 
blowers, but there aren’t 
many musicians. Relaxation is 
the rule rather than the ex¬ 
ception In this group. Every¬ 
body dresses to his own taste. 
Standardized dress leaves 
little to be desired,” Hanes 
said. 

TTiere are no tuxedoes to 
make the boys feel cramped. 
They play because they like 
the music. They enjoy what 
they do. Everybody just loosens 
up and does his own thing.
